The pointer to this rosy prospect is to be seen in Arok’s pending appointment as the ASF’s coaching 
and managerial supremo, in full charge of policy directions and personnel appointments of all our 
national squads, right down to under-16 level.

What are referees doing 
about livening up the game? 
We all agree that soccer 
needs to be more entertain- 
ing, that dour defensive atti- 
tudes need to be done away 
with, that more goals are 
needed to please the fans. 

Referees can help in two vital 
areas. 


First, they must start to apply logic in 
offside decisions. Secondly, they should 
encourage the quick free kick. 


In both areas, we have seen cause for 
concern in Buffalo Cup matches. No 
doubt the same is true of Ampol Cups 
being played in Sydney and Adelaide. 


The rules make it clear that offside 
decisions need not be given when players 
offside are not interfering with play. 














- It is a proviso that means a referee 
need not award offside simply because a 
linesman has his flag up. 


Yet in so many cases, the raised flag Is 
treated by the referee as absolute, irre- 
futable gespel 


A goal scored from the right, while a 
i player is offside on the far left, should 
not be ruled offside. A 30-metre shot that 
lands in the net should not be disallowed 
simply because someone is standing in 
an offside position, well away from the 
goalkeeper. 


A cut-back from the bye-line which is 
smashed in from a deep position while 
the person who cut it back is caught off- 
side, should not be disallowed either, yet 
it happened to Makedonia. 


Then we have the free kick situation. 

If a team is awarded a free kick, it 
means that team has been unfairly treat- 
ed by the opposition. 


The free kick is intended to right the 
wrong, and the team that gets the free 
kick is supposed te get an advantage 
from it, 


The advantage is gained by playing it 
quickly, while opponents are out of posi- 
tion; and if the referee demands that the 
kicker waits until the referee is ready, 
any advantage fs lost. 


It is up to the referee to make sure heis 
ready at all times. It is not fair to pena- 
lise the team that already has been the 
victim of unfair play.

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True, the club itself is in some sort of a ferment: the clubhouse at Waterloo has folded up, after some losing 


yaars. ume is now looking for new premises in the Marrickville area which is as Greek as Rhodes or 
aloniki. 


The less of the clubhouse has added fuel to the perennial rumors about Olympic’s bizarre debts. People in the know 
talk about $508,000 to $800,000 and efforts to have the loans refinanced, ala Mexico. Some ‘well informed’ rumor-mongers 


have been spreading the ‘news’ that Olympic may net even start in the NSL or, if it does, it may shed its name, lke 
snakes shed their skin and continue under a new one. 


Manfred Schaefer laughs at these suggestions. He knows the club has financial problems (‘tell me one which hasn't’) but he 


swears that he himself as well as all the players have been getting all their wages and fees without any problem. And some of 
these wages, they say, aren’t peanuts. 


Manfred is more concerned with team preparation than with club politicking. He is, in fact, quite excited about the team’s 
prospects and hopes to keep the club near the top. 


Four newcomers will add great strength to the Olympic squad. Manfred expects big things from ex-Heidelberg striker 
Stuart Stevenson, a Scot who was also strongly in the viewfinder of Blacktown and St George.

“I told Mark honestly that I] cannot guarantee him a first team spot,” says Schaefer. 
“After eight faithful and largely successful years Mark deserves this. He is a splendid 
young man who could easily prove me wrong in his new surroundings.” 

Terry Patalis, the long-striding winger is “still somewhere in Europe,” says Schaefer. “I 
haven’t heard from him for some time, only through his father. This isn’t the first time he 
goes on a European walkabout around Christmas. I think he is in Cyprus or maybe in 
Greece.”

“Obviously, Frank Arok will 
be making a few changes be- 
cause people are geiting older 
and retiring,” he said, “I'd play 
in goal if he wanted me to. The 
atmosphere is tremendous. 
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The set-up is professional.” 

He has high hopes for his 
Melbourne team-mates in the 
national B team — Richard 
Miranda, Mike Petersen, Paul 
Wade and Sean Lane. “They'll 
continue to try to prove them- 
selves. The main thing is to be 
there, because it’s harder to 
get out of the national squad 
than it is to get in.” 

McDowall played for Hamil- 
ton Academicals in Scotland 
for eight years, three of them 
as captain, before coming to 
Australia to join Footscray 
JUST from where he trans- 
ferred to Hellas.

He can succeed here where 
he failed internationally in 
Scotland but meanwhile, 
McDowall concentrates on 
winning everything there is to 
be won with Hellas. 

“We'll be there at the end of 
the season,” he says. “The 
dangers will be Croatia and 
Juventus. Makedonia should 
be there a3 well, but we'll be 
the strongest.” 

It puzzles McDowall that 
Hellas does not have a better 
record of producing home- 
grown players. Of the present 
11, only Angie Postecoglou is a 
former Hellas junior, although 
there are others, like John 
Kanesoulis and Peter Var- 
daxis, on the bench. 

“Kids here don’t seem to be 
hungry enough to win, to suc- 
ceed, to strive for the national 
team. They're too well off.

In Europe you try to 
succeed at soccer in order to 
make a bit of money. 

“T admire John Kanesoulis 
for his attitude. He’s always 
on the bench, but he’s a deter- 
mined little bugger. He keeps 
telling me he’ll be the captain 
of Hellas one day.

Having been in the dol- 
drums for several seasons 
and unable to find oppo- 
nents for its State team, the 
SA Soccer Federation de- 
cided to travel overseas to 
find competition. 

After negotiations to tour Ja- 
pan and Malaysia fell through, 
the chance came to go to India 
to compete in the leading end- 
of-season DCM Tournament. 

On their way to the final, 
the South Australians ousted 
two local Indian sides, the Ko- 
rean holder of the President’s

SA was keenly followed by 
the local public, becoming one 
of the most popular overseas 
sides to visit that country. 

Their style of play appealed 
to the spectators and their 
general friendly nature 
brought acclaim wherever 
they travelled. 

The squad, selected by SA 
State coach Mike Wells, was a 
blend of experience and youth 
and showed an interesting mix 
of National League and State 
League players. 

Eleven of the squad were 
playing overseas for the first 
time and part of the idea was to 
give experience to players of 
national team potential. 

Richard Preston of Beograd 
scored a hat-trick, the first by 
an SA player in a State game. 

Evergreen Bugsy Nyskohus 
led the side in fine style, mak- 
ing him one of the finest play- 
ers in Australia today. 

However, SA's success did 
not rest as much on individual 
performances as on a solid 
squad effort. 

The DCM All-India Tourne- 
ment has been in existence 
since 1945. 

In 1969 the organising com- 
mittee decided to permit over- 
seas teams to participate by 
invitation. 

Since then the trophy has 
travelled to North and South 
Korea, Iran, and the U.S.S.R. 

Four times sides from West- 
ern Australia have participat- 
ed and in 1984 its State side 
was runner-up. 

Being SA’s first visit over- 
seas, it was certainly a wonder- 
ful effort to bring back the 
magnificent DCM trophy. 

The competition kicked off 
at the Dr Ambedkar Stadium 
in New Delhi on November 28, 
with 32 Indian clubs vying for 
eight places in the quarter- 
finals. 

SA, along with sides from 
South Korea and China plus 
three leading Indian sides, 
were automatically seeded 
into the quarter-finals which 
started on December 13. 

Arriving in India on Decem- 
ber 14 after an exhausting 24- 
hour flight, SA played its first 
game just two days later 
against PSEB. 

India had experienced un- 
precedented rain for Decem- 
ber and the match was played 
in extremely muddy 
conditions. 

Taking the early initiative 
SA was two goals up inside 
seven minutes. The local side

Julio Avian and Andrzej 
Zsembery aren’t household 
names in Australian soccer. 
One day they may be and if 
that day comes they’ll re- 
member Kaz Kulak. 


Kulak, recently appointed coach 
of Victorian State League club Polo- 
nia, has an outstanding record in 
Australia for producing young tal- 
ent but that record sometimes 
hangs like a yoke around his neck. 

“I have this funny reputation for mak- 
ing players. Clubs seem to think that if 
they hire me, theyll suddenly find all 
this young, local talent playing regularly 
in their first teams but it doesn’t work 
like that. It takes three, four, maybe five 
years te build a team based on Jocal tal- 
ent and how many clubs in this country 
have that much patience?” asks Kulak. 

Kulak himself lacks patience, judging 
by his hunger fer success in his first 
coaching stint in Victoria. 

“Yes, Pm a greedy man. I want to fin- 
ish in first place in State League. Then 
again, we can’t always get what we want. 
If that’s the case this year then I want to 
at least finish second.” 

Peter Raskopoulos, Rob de Ceglie, 
Vince Colagiuri, Chris Kalantzis, Terry 
Patalis and Alex Lambropoulos ... Kulak 
calis them “my boys” in a proud, pater~ 
nalistic way, not boastfully. 

“If they're young enough they’re good 
enough,” Tommy Dockerty once said to 
Kulak and the sentiment stuck. Docherty 
sought Kulak’s advice about throwing 
teenager Kalantzis into Sydney Olym- 
pic’s first team a few years ago. Kulak 
said that Kalantzis was ready and that 
was good enough for the Doc. 

“Tommy Docherty is a really great 
person and as a coach, I respect him for 
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@ Kaz Kulak — new coach of Polo- 


giving kids a chance. There’s a lot of tal- 
ented young players in this country but 
not many talented coaches.” 

Even the national team should start 
looking to the future and bring in youn- 
ger players, according to Kulak. 

“We must get ready for the Olympics 
now but really, the Olympics should be 
part of our preparation for the next 
World Cup qualifying games. Put Farina 
in the team. Bring Patikas back to play 
international games. 

“Ym not telling Frank Arek what to do. 
He doesn’t need any advice. His record 
speaks for itself. I’m only saying what [ 
would do if I were in charge. I would be 
looking to produce a very differnt team 
to the one which has been successful 
over the past couple of years. Now is the 
time to rebuild.” 

Kulak is a salesman, in business and in 
soccer. There’s a Rale Rasic type of qual- 
ity about the man yet unlike the former 
national coach, Kulak never has been in 
the position of spending big money on 
new players. But Kulak is a match for 
Rasic on the charisma stakes. 

“We need big personalities in Austra- 
lian soccer and even though the National 
League is far too physical for my liking 
I’m not worried. Thank goodness there 
moves will be a suitable substitute for 
skill.” 

Kulak was a skilful player but he 
doesn’t just hold himself up as a mirror to 
the men he now coahes. 

“In Sydney I played against the APIA 
of Cliff van Blerk, Stan Ackerley, George 
Keith, Fil Bottalico, Archie Blue, Ricky 
Campana and Johnny Giacometti; the 
Hakoah of Alan Marnoch, Jehnny Wat- 
kiss, Henry Mowbray and Willie Ruther- 
ford and the St George of Doug 
Utjesenovic, Johnny Warren and Jim 
Fraser. Just think about those names, 
think about how big they were in charac- 
ter and look at’ what we have now. 

“Attie Abonyi is the most skilful Aus- 
tralian forward I’ve seen. One of the 
greatest midfielders I’ve seen one of the 








finest men Pve met is Jimmy Rooney.” 

Kulak was 16 when he made his first- 
team debut for Garbania Krakow, then in 
Poland’s Second Division. He was there 
for six years before transferring to First 
Divison club Gwardia Warsaw. Injury 
forced him out of Poland’s squad for the 
Rome Olympics but he played for Poland 
at youth and senior B levels, Polonia Syd- 
ney brought him to Australia in 1967. 

“The Polonia side of 1968 was really, 
really good. We missed out on the cham- 
pionship by a point after drawing with 
Sydney Hakoah 6-9 in the last match.” 

In 1971, Kulak was Polonia’s player- 
coach but in 1972 he transferred, as a 
player, te Canterbury for $2,000. It wasn’t 
long though before his coaching talents 
were called upon. 


“Les Scheinflug, who’s one of my best 
mates, was sacked as coach with about 
eight games left. The Canterbury com- 
mittee came to my house and told me 
that I was coach. I didn’t want that. Lesis 
my friend. But the committee said that 
Les already had gone and it was too late 
to do anything about it, so I became play- 
er-coach for those few games.” 

Kulak switched to Prague in 1973 for 
$3,000. Leo Baumgartner was Prague’s 
coach. Was he a good coach? 

“Leo’s a really nice person with a great 
reputation here, a very respectable 
person.” 


Prague was relegated that year and 
amalgamated with Yugal. A stomach 
muscle injury ended Kulak’s playing 
career, 

“Pan Hellenic wanted to sign me but I 


. coildn’t get over this stomach injury. I 


saw many, many doctors but no-one 
could help.” 

Then a new challenge appeared. Kulak 
was offered a job in Indonesia as coach of 
leading club Jayakarta. He accepted but 


stayed there for just a year. 


+ “I couldn't stand the climate. There are 
just two seasons there — very, very dry 
and very, very wet. Les Scheinflug was 
coaching Western Suburbs and he asked 





it. I wanted a break, but you know how 
persuasive Les {s.” 

Suburbs had a poor year in 1975 and in 
1976 Kulak took charge of the first team 
for the pre-season Ampol Cup. Suburbs 
beat St. George in the final but hired Ar- 
chie Blue, a former player, as senior 
coach. That relegated Kulak to coach of 
the second grade side. The seniors fin- 
ished second bottom that year. Kulak’s 
team reached the second grade grand fi- 
nal only to lost to Marconi. 

A handful of ambitious club bosses 
gave birth to the National League in 1977. 
Sydney Olympic was a founder member 
of the league but after 10 games, Bruce 
Stowell was sacked as coach and Kulak 
hired. 

“It was a big challenge fo me. Every- 
thing was so new then. Everyone was so 
excited. It was a great time for Austra- 
lian soccer. 

“The average age of the Olympic team 
was 22, easily the youngest in the compe- 
tition but I was very happy with the 
players. 

“Motivation is a very important thing 
for me. It doesn’t matter one bit what a 
player gets paid if he doesn’t believe in 
himself and his coach. Olympic’s first 
home game after I took over resulted ina 
4-6 win against Brisbane City. We'd 


scored more goals in one game than we'd ~ 


scored in the previous 10! And Adelaide 
City was a big team then. We beat them 3- 
1. They were supposed to have spent 
$200,000 on building their team. Olympic 
had spent just $16,000. 

“If | had three Billy Piries I would 
have finished in the top four for sure. 
Pirie is the best centre forward and the 
most professional one that I have seen.

but scored seven goals.” 

Kulak had big plans for the 1978 sea- 
son. He wanted to sign Tony Henderson, 
Alan Ainslie and Graham Norris. Olm- 
pic’s committee refused so Kulak quit. 

“I wanted to use Henderson as a true 
libero. I saw Ainslie as my playmaker in 
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Billy Auld at training.

midfield, my general; and I saw in Norris 
the sort of goalscoring ability I mar- 
velled at in Pirie.” 

From 1978 to 1980, Kulak coached 
Avala and switched to Arncliffe Scots io 
1981 with just 10 games te go. He saved 
Arncliffe from relegation. He was direc- 
tor of junior coaching at APIA in 1982 
and in 1983 guided Macedonian outfit 
Rockdale Ilinden to the Second Division 
championship and a State League berth. 
But early in the 1984 season he clashed 
with Hinden’s committee and left. 

“The committee wasn’t happy with me 
because there weren’t enongh Macedo- 
nians in the team. I told the committee 
that I have no favorites. I pick the best 
team available. The committee didn't ac- 
cept that.” 

For the past year and a half, Kulak has 
been director of junior coaching at Syd- 
ney Hakoah, a club he calls the most pro- 
fessional in Australia. 

“Administrators at other clubs should 
go to Sydney Hakoah fo learn hew to do 
their jobs. The head coach, Eddie Thom- 
son, is a great person who makes sure 
that there is very close co-operation be- 
tween the coaching staff. Eddie is the 
boss though. No-one tells him hew to pick 
his team. It was an absolute pleasure to 
work with him and I wish with all my 
heart that one day this man will be the 
national coach.” 

Professionalism is the keynote of Ku- 
lak’s approach to the task of making Mel- 
bourne’s Polonia a great side. He has 
held just nine training sessions but Is 
very encouraged with what he’s seen. 

“The players are working well in train- 
ing, all of them. I can’t ask for any more. 

“Pm not going to run them into the 
ground, that’s ridiculous. It’s the easiest 


.. thing in the world to do but once you kill 


a player, try to bring him back te see how 
hard itis. — = 

“And I'm aot scared to use good young 
players. I have a couple already who are 
very impressive — a boy called Julio Avi- 
an and another called Andrzej 
Zsembery.”

last year, and Bonacic 
himself is rumored to be 
far from happy.

About his disappointment over Yankos’s switch to West Adelaide, Hunter said: “I had expected to 
be playing alongside Charlie. I wanted an experienced guy behind me, which I’ve never had before. 

“My sweepers have been Steve Jackson, Roddy Vasquez, Tony Redmond and Alan Marzalek, guys 
who are all as inexperienced as f am. 

“You can play your own game at right back or left back, but in the middle of the defence, you have 
to have a team — two players who know each other’s game. 

“I considered not coming to Melbourne when I heard Yankos had left, but finally I decided that 
if | want to get into the national squad, then-it’s up to me and me alone. 

“Steve Marley did well in the sweeper’s position in my first game for Heidelberg, against Make- 
donia, but I think George Christopoulos will get the job.” 

Hunter, voted 1985 Australian Under 21 Player of the Year, has an equally talented younger 
brother, David, 18, who has just returned from the Australian schoolboys’ tour of Britain. 

David, who had six senior games with Lions last season, played left back on the tour and set up the 
winning goal against Scotland schoolboys. He has entered college in Brisbane, but Everton has 
offered him the chance to trial there when he is ready. Southampton also Is interested. 

Alan Hunter started at the age of five with Acacia Ridge in Brisbane and played there right through 
to senior level until joining Lions in 1982. ' 

In 1980-81, he went to Northern Ireland to visit relatives and played there for the reserve team of 


Larne for four months. 


Asked to pinpoint the highlights of his career, Hunter said: 
“Making the top five in 1984 was one highlight, and so was playing alongside George Best when 


he guested for us. 


“He was a genius with the ball. But he was bitter about the way the British press treated him in 


regard to his alcoholism.” 


Playing in the 1982 Queensland youth team that won tire national championship in Canberra was 
another highlight. That team included: Frank Farina, Russell Stewart, Steve Jackson, John Kowtan, 
Steve Glockner, Ray Junna, Cameron Bell, Peter McClurg, and Danny Wright — some line-up! 

Yet despite all that talent, Queensland had only four players selected to the national youth squad 
whereas NSW, which lost 1-4 to Queensland in the final, had seven players honored. 

Hunter himself remains disappointed that he was never given a chance in the national youth team 
and he hopes to make up for it by catching the attention of Socceroo coach Frank Arok. 

He chose Melbourne, Hunter says, because he likes the Southern Division of the NSL, and wanted to 
avoid having to adjust to a new league as well as a new club. 

“I liked Heidelberg because they're a young, positive sort of team and I admire Brian Garvey's 


methods,” he says. Makedonia, Blacktown, George Cross 


and Brisbane City also were interested in 


him before he made the move to Heidelberg for a $16,000 transfer fee. 
Hunter was a striker initially and then a midfielder, before going to defence, hence his exceptional 
skill and his eagerness to go forward. 
He was impressed by Melbourne Croatia in the Buffalo Cup, but expects Heidelberg to mount a 
strong challenge for the championship.

Atti Abonyi is full of en- 
thusiasm and looking for- 
ward to the 1986 season.

Rumors that he was about to 
join the coaching staff of St 
George under Frank Arok 
were not new to the former 
Socceroo, but he said they 
were just that: rumors.

Abonyi said he was quite 
content to stay with Rockdale 
for the coming season.

Abonyi’s track record as a 
coach is almost as impressive 
as his playing record — NSW 
State League titles with Croatia 
twice and then Melita, and 
then he took the unheralded 
Riverwood to second position 
on a shoestring budget. 


At the time he was coaching

And Abonyi freely admits 
that it whetted his appetite for 
international team involve- 
ment — whatever the level.
